*Due to expungements, Criminal Filings / Dispositions stats were taken from reports ran each month throu

ghout the year. While this method will not catch all filing and dispositions that may have been expunged, t

his is the method that will allow us to capture the most. The volume of expungements will affect all data re

garding juvenile criminal charges.  Any decreases from prior FYs should not be assumed to be actual decre

ases as we don't have a definitive way to measure the impact of all the charges immediately expunged.
